Photography, as practiced by stu¬ 
dent photographers Emerson Smith 
and Paul Pigue. is the simple art of 
knowing how to focus a lens upon a 
given object and then, by using the 
correct amount of light and lens 
aperture, cast that image upon a sen¬ 
sitive paper or film enclosed in the 
camera. 

In using a Graflex or intricate cam¬ 
era. many things must be taken into 
consideration. 

The placement of light makes a 
great difference. The light should 
come from above and behind the cam¬ 
era. If there are two or more lights, 
the shadows must not cross and make 
two, but must lie on or coincide with 
each other. 

Taking a picture is really a hard 
matter for an amateur photographer. 
He must make a success of it in or¬ 
der to build up a reputation and a 
dependability. 

Photography is quite a bit a mat¬ 
ter of chance with most people, but 
when one makes a study of what is 
taken into consideration and of his 
camera, he can be assured of a fair 
percentage of success.

322 BOOKS ADDED DURING YEAR 


The University of Tennessee Jun¬ 
ior College library has added 322 
books to lta shelves during the school 
year, and has begun a rental service 
with a nucleus of 42 books. 

One of the most historically inter¬ 
esting books is Anton Zweig's "Ma 
rie Antoinette,” and two additions, 
interesting because of their film ver- | 
sions, are, "So Red the Rose." by 
Stark Young, and "Oil for the Lamps 
of China," by Hobart.

The Industry of Agriculture has 
been the basic industry o fertilization 
for ages, and yet. until recently, 
it has been carried on the 
shoulders of the poor and the 
Illiterate. Even up to a few weeks 
ago. the farmers of our country paid 
little attention to their work either 
as an industry or a science. Tbe es¬ 
tablishment of agricultural colleges 
has been followed by scientific farm¬ 
ing. Improved methods of soil culture, 
conservation, preparation, crop culti¬ 
vation and harvesting have demanded 
the interest and attention of Civil. 
Mechanical and Electrical Engineers 
It Is now almost necessary that the 
modem fanner, or some member of 
him family, have a fair understanding 
of surveying, machinery and electri¬ 
city. 

Carrying out the idea that agri¬ 
culturists need training in The In¬ 
dustrial Arts, we have at The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Junior College a 
department of Industrial Arts. All 
students of agriculture are required 
to take six weeks in Wood Work, six 
Weeks in Forge Work and twelve 
weeks of Farm Motors. The pure ag¬ 
riculturist or specialist does not have 
the time for more of this work. How¬ 
ever, there is a great demand for 
men with a basic knowledge of agri¬ 
culture and special knowledge and 
training in these related engineering 
subjects. Moreover, there are many 
farm reared boys with talent along 
engineering lines who would be of far 
greater service to our country as 
Agricultural Engineers than they 
would be as strict agriculturists or 
strict engineers. 

The present and growing need for 
agriculturally trained engineers or 
engineering ly trained agriculturists 
has demanded that The University of 
Tennessee Junior College establish 
the two-year curriculum in Agricul¬ 
tural Engineering. 

To be specific, the curriculum at 
the Junior College includes three 
quarter hours each of Mechanics. 
fTarm Motors, Farm Machinery, Farm 
Surveying. Field Crops. Soil Manage¬ 
ment, Manures and Fertilizers, and 
Economic Entomology; four each of 
General Bacteriology, and Fundamen¬ 
tals of Botany: six each of Wood 
Work and Metal Work; eight of 
Physical Educa/tion; nine each of Me¬ 
chanical Drawing and English; twelve 
each of Physics and Chemistry; and 
27 of Mathematics giving a total of 
121 quarter hours. Bq the time a stu¬ 
dent has completed his four years 
work he will have received all the 
courses offered in the first two years 
of Agricultural Science excepting five 
quarter hours. This gives him an ex¬ 
cellent basic agricultural knowldege. 
Furthermore, out of the 207 quarter 
hours required for the B.S. degree in 
Agricultural Engineering. 30 are elec¬ 
tive. This gives the student oppor¬ 
tunity to take subjects he Is particu¬ 
larly interested in. Graduates in this 
work are qualified to fill positions 
tn Engineering Consulting Service. 
General Engineering in rural com¬ 
munities. Rural Electrification, Agri¬ 
cultural Extension Service. Federal 
Government Positions. Manufacture
